Nathan fought a guy who 
had been stopped in two 
rounds by Karo Murat - who 
Nathan himself actually 
stopped. He was actually 
beating up a victim of his 
former victim. It’s a joke! He 
might be conning the public, 
but he’s not fooling me. 

We both had pretty good 
debuts at the weight and put on 



solid displays. We were 
expected to win, so it doesn’t 
matter whose opponent was 
tougher, or who had been in 
with whom. 

NATHAN - YOU’RE GOING 
INTO THE LION’S DEN 
AGAIN. WILL YOU BE 
EXPECTING ANY SUPPORT 
ON FIGHT NIGHT? 

No. I think it will be fairly 
hostile for me. There’s going 
to be a large Liverpudlian 
support for the entire bill, not 
just for Tony. They’ll be against 
me because of our rivalry, but 
I can thrive on that and use it 
as motivation. 

ONE PERSON VERY MUCH 
IN THE CLEVERLY CORNER 
IS JOE CALZAGHE, WHO’S 
BACKING NATHAN TO BE 
A TWO-WEIGHT WORLD 
CHAMPION. DOES HE 
KNOW WHAT HE’S 
TALKING ABOUT, TONY? 

Joe Calzaghe is a legend, 
and I have nothing but respect 
for him. But he’s Nathan’s pal, 
so he’s got to say that. It’s just 



a shame he can’t fight for him, 
because he’s 10 times the 
fighter Nathan is. Nathan 
needs someone to whisper 
sweet nothings in his ear and 
if Joe’s going to do that, good 
on him. 

YOU EMBRACED AND 
MADE UP AFTER THE FIRST 
FIGHT. WHAT HAS MADE 
THE BAD BLOOD RETURN? 

After the first fight, we 
shook hands and he said it was 
the hardest fight he’d ever been 
in. Then he went into a room 
for the post-fight press 
conference and said he beat me 
easily. He said he didn’t get out 
of second gear and he did it 
with two broken ribs, so he was 
basically calling me a sh*t 
fighter. That’s unforgiveable 
in my opinion. To me, he’s a liar 
and a bullshitter. 

Tony’s just a bitter t*sser. 
He contradicts himself: he 
thinks he’s so good and yet 
on the two biggest stages of 
his career - when he fought 
for world titles against me and 
Adonis Stevenson - he was 
spanked. The guy just needs 
to shut up for a bit and start 


performing when he gets 
an opportunity instead of 
flopping. 

SO, WHO NEEDS THE 
REMATCH MORE? 

I’ve beaten him already 
and can happily walk away 
with my 1-0 victory. But I think 
the rematch is in order because 
we’re both fighting at the same 
weight again and we’re rivals. 
That’s what sells in boxing. 

I’m ranked higher in every 
cruiserweight organisation 
than Nathan Cleverly, so I don’t 
need him. I’ll fight him purely 
for my own personal reasons. 

I want to be the guy who makes 
him retire. 

WITH THE FIRST FIGHT 
BEING HELD IN LIVERPOOL, 
DOES THE REMATCH HAVE 
TO BE IN WALES? 

I’d fight him in his living 
room; it doesn’t bother me. 
Unfortunately, he couldn’t sell 
out his living room. If he was 
fighting in my garden I’d close 
the curtains, so I can 
understand the fans. He’s got 
to come to Liverpool because 
his town doesn’t make sense. 

Tony makes me laugh. He’s 
a bitter gobsh*te who’s going to 
get another spanking wherever 
we do it. The venue decision is 
purely a promotional issue as 
in Cardiff, the venues are either 
too small or too big. Maybe it 
means going back to Liverpool 
or a neutral venue, like 
Manchester or London. 

WHAT PASSES YOU OFF 
MOST ABOUT THE OTHER? 

Tony talks and talks as if 
he’s this big technical, superior 
boxer. He’s too serious and 
ultimately doesn’t like the fact 
he’s come across somebody, 
like myself, who doesn’t take 
boxing as seriously as him - 
but still beats him. He can’t 
handle that. 

What passes me off most? 
That f**king bandana! He 
thinks he’s Daniel LaRusso 
from The Karate Kid. The most 
annoying thing though is the 
two-faced comments he came 
out with after our fight. That’s 
what really gets to me. Trust 
me; after the rematch, he will 
pay for those comments.
